that, in comme: Juttice and Candour; we are o- 
bliged to iuppofe that the Dodter was to be taken 
for the Knave, and the Patient the Fool. 

Moliere, that eminent Dramatic Writer, car- 
ries his Satire ftill farther, by introducing one 
Phyfician, who kindiy wiihes his Patient about a 
Dozen mortal Diftempers, that he might have the 
Pleafure and Credit of curing him; and ansther, 
who, ina Manner equally friendly, adviles his Pa- 
tient to put out an Eye, and cut off an Arm; 
upon this plain Principle, that the remaining Eye 
and Arm, receiving double. Nourifhment, woulu, 
confequently, acquire double Strength, and be c- 
quivalent to both.

Now, to leave Allegory (for I propofe to leave 
it, or refume it, as I find it fuits my Convenience) 
we fcem, by the Advice of fome New State- Phy 
fician, to be thrown from a Lethargic into a frantic 
State,

Were thefe Symptoms ftated to /a Fontaine’s Doc- 
tor, abovementioned, 1 imagine he would feve- 
rally and fucceffively, pronounce every one of 
them to be for the Better ; and if ask’d by his Bre- 
threng which Way? | imagine he would anfwer in 
this Manner : 

You none of you underftand Phyfic: You're a 
Parcel of old Nurfes; your very Names are not 
known in any College out of England: I fhall nox 
communicate to you my Method of Cure, nor 
the Nature of my Operations. ”’T'would be above 
you; you would not underftand it. But 1 will 
condefcend fo tar as to fhew you, that the Symptoms 
which you imagine to be dangerous, ate the moft 
favouralle, and fortunate we could with for, We 
lo‘e our ‘owns in Flanders, you fay: So much 
the Better, 1 fay. We had too many of them: 
And when the Garrifons, Provilions, and Ammu- 
nition, fufficient fur Ail, ave cramm’d into a Few, 
the Strength of thofe Few will be equal to the 


‘Strength of All; and the fhorter the Line the lefs 


it will coft to keep it in Repair, and the eafier it 
will be defended, 





The fame Way of Realoning will hold good as 
toour Army: You complain tiit ot paying our 
Allies, and then of having but a Few, whereas it 
is manifeft that the Fever we have, the lels we 
have to pay for them, and all that we iave is clear 
Gains. 

Then again, as to the Preff Squadron, what 
fhould we endeavour to take it for; Can we mat 
the Ships we have already? And if not, what 
fhould we do with more? In fhort, as I told 
you before, you know nothing of the Matter ---+ 
All I do is right, tho’ it furpaffes your Unders 
ftanding: And if you are not convine’d now, 
as Lord Peter fays, Gd d--n you and your Poflerity 
for ever.

A great Ge- 
nius is whatever he has a Mind to be at once, 
Above the common Gradations, he {eizes Pertec- 
tion inftead of climbing to it: He ravifhes and en- 
joys what others long court, and often in vain: His 
Intuition fupplies his Want of Knowledge ; and 
he can teach what he never learnt. 

Thus a Soldier invented Printing, and a Monk 
Gunpowder ; and why may not the Doctor have 
made Difcoveries in Politics, equally Significant, 
and equally out of his Way? At leaft, this is all 
that we can reafonably hope for. The emaciated, 
exhaufted, and mangled Coarfe is paft all known 
and regular Methods of Cure. “The Faculty would 
not care to meddle with it: Or, at moft, as in 
all other defperate Cafes, would, in order to get 
rid of it, fend it to Kenfington; from whence long 
and melancholy Experience has taught us, that ug 
great good is to be expected,
